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TWENTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

For  the  Year  1927. 


THE  Committee  of  the  Kingston  Victoria  Hospital  have 
the  pleasure  to  present  to  the  supporters  of  the 
Institution,  in  this  Report,  the  record  of  another  year  of 
good  work. 

The  number  of  Patients  treated  amounted  to  597,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  72  over  the  previous  year.  176  of  these  were 
Accident  cases,  358  Surgical,  and  63  Medical.  348  Opera¬ 
tions  were  performed,  and  215  Patients  came  under  the 
X-ray  installation  at  the  Hospital. 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  Statistics  given  on  pages  5  and  6. 

The  Committee  have  the  greatest  pleasure  in  once  more 
recording  their  gratitude  to  the  Honorary  Medical  and 
Dental  Staff  for  the  invaluable  services  they  have  rendered 
during  the  year.  It  is  difficult  to  over-estimate  the  amount 
of  good  work  voluntarily  and  freely  performed  by  this  small 
band  of  devoted  men,  who,  year  after  year,  give  of  their 
professional  knowledge  unstintedly  to  the  Patients  of  the 
Hospital.  Our  distinguished  friend,  Mr.  F.  D.  Saner,  must 
again  be  referred  to  for  having'  performed  a  large  number  of 
the  major  operations.  His  readiness  to  respond  to  a  call  at 
any  hour  of  the  day  or  night,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  he 
works  hard  in  a  similar  capacity  for  Guy’s,  the  Royal 
Northern,  and  the  Evelina  Hospitals,  in  London,  makes  it 
difficult  to  understand  how  so  much  arduous  labour  can  be 
carried  out  day  after  day. 

The  Committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  announce  the 
appointment  of  an  Honorary  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Surgeon, 
viz.,  Mr.  D.  F.  A.  Neilson,  F.R.C.S.,  Eng. 

The  income  of  the  Hospital  shows  a  welcome  increase  this 
year,  mainly  owing  to  several  outstanding  donations  (see 
page  10).  Amongst  those  which  should  be  specially  men¬ 
tioned  here  are  the  sum  of  ^£H05  9s.  3d.,  received  from  the 
Wimbledon  and  District  Gun  Club,  being  the  proceeds  from 
their  annual  Clay  Pigeon  Shoot  held  at  Worcester  Park  on 
the  8th  June;  ^100  from  Mr.  J.  A.  Seear,  of  No.  67, 
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Clarence  Street,  Kingston;  £100  from  the  Alexandra  Rose 
Day  Fund;  and  £80  from  the  Surrey  County  Football 
Association. 

Subscriptions  show  a  slight  increase  over  last  year;  as  also 
do  the  Box  Collections  and  Pound  Day  receipts. 

The  Committee  heartily  thank  those  who  have  helped  to 
make  this  condition  of  things  possible,  and  they  will  be  glad 
to  welcome  new  subscriptions  and  donations. 

The  expenditure  of  the  Hospital  is  ,£28  6s.  Id.  less  than  in 
1926. 

Two  legacies  were  received  during  1927,  namely,  from  the 
late  Mr.  Charles  Edward  Nuthall  (whose  death  was  recorded 
in  last  year’s  Report),  £"200;  and  the  late  Mrs.  Jane  Hill,  of 
Surbiton,  £,500.  Mrs.  Hill  was  a  generous  supporter  of  the 
Hospital  and  will  be  sadly  missed. 

The  amount  received  from  the  Churches  is  somewhat  lower 
than  the  previous  year,  but  is  none  the  less  appreciated. 

The  Committee  take  the  opportunity  of  expressing  their 
great  satisfaction  with  the  work  done  by  the  Staff,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Hospital’s  very  capable  Matron,  Miss 
Jeffery. 

The  wireless  installed  last  year  continues  to  give  much 
happiness  to  the  Patients,  during  the  many  tedious  hours  of 
enforced  idleness. 

The  Committee  deeply  regret  to  announce  the  death  of  a 
greatly  esteemed  colleague,  Mr.  W.  C.  Spikins,  who  died  a 
short  while  ago ;  and  he  will  be  very  much  missed  at  the 
Committee  meetings. 

The  welcome  gifts  of  eggs,  flowers,  fruit,  etc.,  received 
from  the  many  good  friends  of  the  Hospital  are  gratefully 
acknowledged  and  much  appreciated. 

The  Clergy  and  Ministers  who,  with  the  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men  of  their  choirs,  have  made  a  special  and  welcome 
feature  of  the  Sunday  afternoon  services  at  the  Hospital,  are 
cordially  thanked ;  as  also  are  the  friends  who  so  kindly  gave 
the  splendid  Christmas  concert  at  the  Hospital. 

The  Proprietors  and  Editor  of  the  “  Surrey  Comet  ”  are 
warmly  thanked  for  the  valuable  space  so  freely  given  during 
the  year,  announcing  information  respecting  the  Hospital.

PATIENTS  UNDER  TREATMENT. 

597  Patients  were  admitted  during  1927 — 164  Men,  213  Women, 
115  Boys,  and  105  Girls.  Of  these,  176  were  Accident  Cases,  358 
were  Surgical  Cases,  and  63  were  Medical  Cases.  Eight  Patients 
were  in  Hospital  on  1st  January,  1927,  making  a  total  number  under 
treatment  during  1927  of  605.  348  Operations  were  performed  during 

1927,  and  215  Patients  received  X-Ray  treatment.  Eight  Patients 
remained  in  Hospital  on  1st  January,  1928. 

The  total  of  daily  counts  of  Patients  was  5,116  ;  average  number 
of  days  each  Patient  was  resident,  8.56. 

440  Patients  were  inhabitants  of  Kingston  and  Norbiton  ;  73  of 
New  Malden  and  Coombe  ;  21  of  Surbiton  and  Tolworth  ;  10  of
